Editor Roundabout. 

While in Frankfort a few days ago I hid a 
copy of the printed bill, entitled "common 
school laws," handed me by a friend with a 
request to examine it. I have done so, section 
by section, and I must say that the authors of 
that bill must be mortal enemies of the 
common school system, or at least that is the 
conclusion that I was forced to, after reading 
the bill through. I hope, however, that I am 
wrong In that conclusion. 

Now take this item for instance, in article. 
2d, section 8. page 6. It is made the duty of 
the Superintendent to determine the per capita 
on or before the 1st day of July of each year: 
but section 12, same article, savs. that when 
the proportian of the State schools fund ispiid 
the commissioner of common school of any 
county, he is to notify the county judge of the 
fact, also of the highest number of children 
that have attended in any school, and that 
they shall then ascertain and fix a per capita 
upon the highest number of children attending 
school. Now under the law 40 per cent, is 
due the loth of January, the 60 per cent, on 
the 15th of February, so that according to that 
section the commissioners must wait until 
the 1st of July before settling with the teach- 
ers, and even then he is to settle with each 
tencher according to the per centage of children 
attending his or her school. Now if they 
had put into this section a clause compelling 
every parent or guardian to send their children 
to school under a heavy penalty on failure to 
do so, it might do, hut as it is the teacher will 
have to drag them up by the hair of their bend 
or run the risk of getting nothing for his labor 
and boarding himself besides. Tn my ex- 
perience as a teacher I have found parents 
that no persuasion or .inducement could get 
them to send their children to school. It I* 
the apathy of the people, not of the teache", 
that the atttendance is so small. Let section 
12, article 2, become a law and it will vir- 
tually close the country schools, as the teacher 
can make no contract, the trustee being un- 
willing to make himself responsible' for the 
amount of the teacher's salary. 

There is another difficulty arising right here. 
What basis or plan will the county judge and 
commissioner hit upon whereby to determine 
their per capita? 

Another great objection to this section is, 
that it will open the door for fraud and per- 
jury. 

There are other features of this bill that 
might be seriously objected to, but I shall 
notice only one more. Section 2, article 5, 
allows the State superintendent three thousand 
dollars salary, besides office fixtures, stationery, 
hooks, postage, fuel and lights; also twentV' 
seven hundred and fifty dollars for clerk hire, 
Then in addition to this, section 14, article 5. 
sends him traveling over the State and pays 
his expenses out of the school fund. Stick a 
pin here and then turn to article 10. Section 
one organizes the teachers institute for four 
days in each year; section 2 mikes it obligatory 
on the teacher to attend it, and section 3 mokes 
the commisoner collect a fee of two dollars from 
each teacher attending. So they aro forced to 
do a certain thing, then pay for doing it, and
